1, To define in collaboration with representatives of the 
Director of Central Intelligence terms for a professional dictionary 
of intelligence terms to be standard for all Federal intelligence 
agencies and for inclusion in the Joint Army-Navy Dictionary. 

DISCUSSION 

2. The J.I.S. and representatives of the C.I.G. have considered 
all terms suggested by the Central Intelligence Group and have defined 
those considered appropriate for inclusion in an intelligence 
dictionary. With regard to the remainder they have indicated 
whether the terms 

a. Is adequately defined in the Joint Army— Navy Dictionary 

or standard distionaries. 

b. Should be deleted from the list. 

c. Should not be used in intelligence terminology.
